It was nearly rmdnight when she 
completed the twenty-four hours' jour- 
ney from Stockholm to Helsingfora, 
Notwithstanding' this, the vast Station 
Square was alive with people, gay with 
flags and filled -with mustc, affording 
evidence of the delight of Finnish Sal- 
vationists at, as also the keen public 
interest awakened by, the coming of 
so distinguished a Congress Leader. 

Forgetting' the fatigue, Mrs. Booth 
elected to address the Crowd, and in 
this decision was stimulated by the 
clamor and joyous ardor of the multi- 
tude. 

On Saturday, following three Wel- 
come meetings and a distinctly pleas- 
ant Yoaag People's demonstration, 
Mrx Booth met a. splendid gathering 
of soldiers in the Temple. Nothing 
wold havo exceeded, the warmth of 
the reception these warriors accorded 
their Counsellor and the marked atten- 
tion paid to her deliberations.

Unto the Gates of Heath

OEEAD, to be light and digestible, 
''must contain, air cells, and these 
are formed by the yeast plant Put into 
the dour, the yeast grows rapidly and 
throws off a quantity of gas which 
Bprtods through the dough and lifts 
the mixture as it rises. This gas must 
all leave the near mixture before it 
in baked, and so bread is Kneaded to 
squeeze it out and to introduce air, 
which supplies the oxygen necessary 
for the growth of the yeast plant 
When the bread is light the air cells 
have grown to the right site and the 
hread is ready to hake. 

Here is a tried recipe; it will make 
four large or six small loaves of bread, 
and requires six hours: One pint at" 
milk, one pint "of water, one cake of 
fresh compressed yeast dissolved in a 
little of the liquid; tea tablespoonfuta 
of sugar, two teaspoonfuls of salt, two 
tallespoonfals of shortening, three 
iiuarts of sifted fioar. 

Scald the mine fwtd cool it, add the 
water to it, then the salt, sugar and 
yeast. Sift enough of the flour to 
make a soft batter and add shorten- 
ing; beat this well with a epson and 
immediately work in more floor uatil 
the dough is heavy enough to turn 
onto a board and knead. It will be 
sticky and moist at first, but flour the 
hands and knead it gently and soon 
it Will work smooth. When it looks 
light and porous sad feels elastic* set 
it in a bowl, cover with a cloth and 
put it in a warm place. 

Ta two or three hours the mass will 
be several times larger. Knead a sec- 
owl time. When light, divide into 
loaves and half fill greased pans and 
let the mixture rise again; about forty 
minutes this time. Bake forty-five to 
fifty minutes.
